WHAT FAIR. NEEDS 
FROM ST, LOUIS 


More Hotels and Oars, Com- 
missioners Say. 


John M. Allen, national World’s Fair 
commissioner, who, with his fellew com- 
missioners, is in session at the Southern 
Hotel, says that the duty of providing suf- 
ficient hotel accommcgations for World's 
Fair visitors rests on ihe officers of the 
Fair corporation, 

“I expressed this opinion to Wiliam H. 
Thompson,” said Mr. Allen. “I told him 
that the Exposition company should take 
tome action that would insure the city’s 
ability to accommodate the mass of visit- 
ors who will come to the Exposition.’’ 
Chairman T. H. Carter was not present at 

the opening session. Others who attended 
commented on the lack of hotel accommo- 
dations. 
. Commissioner Betts said that St. Louls 
could not tonight accommodate 800 more 
transients than the ordinary number. ‘“‘The 
best hotels keep you waiting all day to as- 
sign you to a room,’’ he said, “and simply 
because they have not the accommoda- 
tions.’’ 

Commissioner John F. Miller of Indiana 
said: “If the city undertakes to hold a 
World’s Fair without adequate hotel ac- 
commodations, it will be a falilure.’’ 

Mr. Betts said that he had spoken to 
Mr. Thompson about the need for hotels 
and for street car facilities, and that Mr. 
Thompson had told him that persons out- 
side the Fair manageme!4 should build the 
hotels, and that, according to General Man- 
ager Dupont, the present street car ac- 
commodations are sufficient. Mr. Betts dis- 
agreed especially with the last statement, 
Saying that the cars would not now accom- 
modate an ordinary Sunday crowd.

“Why is it that the railroad corporations 
which are so desirous for credit for their 
wage increases do not pay attention to the 
needs of the railroad clerks?’ 

‘There is every evidence that they con- 
fine themselves to the organized or union- 
ized portions of thetr emplcyes, while the 


enjoy the benefits of this actual! period 
of prosperity, although the companies 
freely acknowledge that business is great- 
er and that living expenses are higher than 
ever before. 

‘Tis enlargement in the volume of 
traffic has brought heavier duties to the 
railroad clerk. He has to work harder 
than ever, while his salary, on the other 
hand, has actually been reduced until on 
the average clerks do not earn within 2 
per cent, in proportion to the number em- 
ployed, what they did five years ago. The 
exception in the increase of work only 
pertains to clerks in the general offices. 

‘The Missouri Pactfic heralded the fact 
that it had restored salaries, when, instead, 
it established a lawer salary. 

“For example, before the cut its bill 
clerks received $70 a month. The reduction 
of 5 per cent brought salary down to $66.50 
a month. With salaries restored in other 
divisions of the work bill clerks are still 
getting $94.50, 

“The policy of St. Louis offices appears 
to Ie along the line of cutting the salary of 
a position with every change. This @as 
been carried to such an extreme with the 
rank and file that it is necessary to do 
something. 

“When the Missouri Pacific restored sal- 
aries in the papers it was only to those 
who were holding the same positions they 
had at the time of the cut, but not to the 
standard the position demanded. The re- 
sult is that not one out of 50 of the clerks 
was benefited. The honor was an empty 
one. 

“It is noticeable that in all the increases 
of wages that one reads of nowadays there

Thomas A. Cleage, the uncrowned corn 
king, has secured all the elevator insurance 
that was available in St. Louis in addition 
to that held by the elevator companies. 

His broker, John Thyson, staied to the 
Post Dispatch that Mr. Cleage had secureJ 
$600,000 worth of elevator insurance.’ 

Experts say that this means that 
Cleage will ve insurance for 1,500,.0 
bushels of the corn that he expects to have | 
delivered to him in December. | 

While Mr. Cleage may not have all the in- 
surance he needs, his action in getting the 
$600,000 worth of insurance places all other } 
brokers where they will have to do without 
insurance for the grain- delivered to them , 
in December unless they can get it from the 
elevator companies. 

. B. Slaughter, a prominent insurance 
agent who handles much elevator insu anc 
stated to the Post-Dispatch this morning 
that $3,000,000 was the aggregate of insur- 
ance that could be secured on St. Louis 
grain elevators. 

“I do not know exactly how much insur- 
ance Mr. Cleage secured,” said Mr. 
Flaughter, “but I imagine that the state- | 
ment that he has gotbled up all that re-| 
mained available is true. For I cannot get 
any more ior my customers and I don't 
know that any other insurance man can.”

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WILLING TO TAKE RISK. 
When a broker pays cash for grain on de- he 
livery and does not intend to sell it at ealera 
once he always wishes to have insurance ‘ 
on the full amount he stores to protect him- 
self from possible complete loss by fire. 
The amunt eharged by the companies for 
this insurance differs with the amount of 
time it is to be held and the elevator in 


which it is stored. 

The insurance companies are perfectly 
willing to insure grain that is to be de- 
livered in the future. Their risk does not 
commence until it is stored, and the longer 
the grain is en route to the elevators the 
greater their remuneration. 

Grain elevators are considered compara- 
tively dangerous risks by the insurance 
companies and the amount of insurance 
thereon is limited by each company. 

This limit runs from $2500 in the smaller 
companies to $2,000 in the largest com- 
panies. Previouay to the destruction of 
tho St. Loui selevator by fire two years 
ago, in which’ several companies lost 
heavily, the limit was not so low. Before 
the fire one company which writes not 
more than $20,000 on any St. Louis elevator 
would write $20,000 on some of them. 

It is in this way that the allotment of 
insurance to 8t. uis grain elevators is

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Newspaper Takes Up Case of 
a Wronged. Indian. 


WM. R. DRAPER UNDER ARREST 


ot aD.’ 
HE WROTE STARTLING STORY 
WHICH INVESTIGATION DISs- 
PROVES. 


White Buffalo, an Intelligent and In- 
nocent Carlisle Graduate, Was 
the Victim of Gross Mis- 
statements. 


William R. Draper, a newspaper writer 
who has been in St. Louis for three months 
past, was arrested at 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing on a warrant sworn to by E. A Van 
Valkenberg, editor of the Philadelphia 
North American, alleging that Draper is @ 
fugitive from jvstice in the state of Kan- 
sas. 

It is alleged that Draper is wanted in 
Wichita, Kan., to answer to a charge of 
criminal libel. Draper appeared in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning 
and gave bond to appear tomorrow morn- 
ing for his hearing. , 

The victim of the alleged libel, upon 
which the Philadelphia newspaper proposes 
to prosecute Draper, is White Buffalo, a 
Cheyenne Indian, 39 years old, a farmer 
near Watonga, Okla. 


THE ARTICLE. 
Draper is alleged to have written and 


charging White Buffalo with having com- 
mitted .hree»murders and with having con- 
fesied the crimes. 

The article, which was published as a 
color page in the Sunday edition of the 
North American July 27 last. strted that 
Whtte Ruffalo had been sept to the gov- 
ernment school for Indians at Carlisle, Pa., 
where he was educatéi; that he had re- 
turned to pis tribe imbued with a deep 
hatred for the white race: that he first 
met Mary Andrews and after courting her 
for a while bound her to a pony and when 
she was found she was dead; that he then 
met Annie Dennis, and, after a sdort court- 
ship, her throat was cut; that White Burf- 
falo then mot Maud Ellis and in a short 
time she was found with a knife in her 
heart. 

The article went on to state that White 
Buffalo was undor arrest and in jail 
charged with the murders. 

In St. Louis to push the prosecution of 
Draper are Mr. Van Valekenberg, editor, 
and Emory Foster, Sunday editor, of the 
North American; Li@utenant-Colonel R. 
H. Pratt, superintendent of the Carlisle 
Indian School; ex-Judge James Gay Gor- 
don of Philadéiphia, as coupsel for the 
North American, and White Buffalo, the 
Indian. , 


THE PROSECUTION. 

Judge Gordon, who is the Democratic 
leader against Quay in Pennsylvania, gives 
the Post-Dispatch the following explanation 
of the prosecution: 

“The attention of Col. Pratt was- called 
to the article and he sent for White Buffalo. 
The two visited the Nbrth American of- 
fice. Col. Pratt acted for the honor and 
reputation of hfs school] knowing that the 
story concerning White Buffalo was untrue, 

“When it was shown that White Buffalo 
was a reputable man and never had com- 
mitted the crimes alleged to have been com- 
mitted by* him, the North American de- 
termined to make an example of the man 
who, as it avers, had imposed upon the 
| newspaper. 

“Draper had received and signed a vouch- 
ee for $7 in payment for the story. It was 
| learhed that ne is at present in St. Louis, 
,and we came here yesterday to cause his ar- 
i rest. 

“Col, Pratt is satisfied and White Buf- 
falo is satisfied with the retraction made 
by the North American, but the North 
American is not satisfied and will not be 
until it has-done all in its power to punish 
the party primarily guilty of uttering the 
libel. a 
“We propose to prosacute Draper on a 
charge of having criminally libeled White 
Buffalo, not in the nublication of the siory 
in the North American and other newspa- 
pers throughout the country to which the 
matter was syndicated, but in writing and 
mailing the letter containing the story. 

“Wfien the letter was opened and read 
the libel was complete. We should have 
preferred to prosecute Draper in Pennsyl- 
vania, but as that was impossible, we came 
here to institute the pHceedings Having 
caused the arrest of the man. we shal! 
proceed to have him returned to Kansas 
by legal means for his trial.
